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HE youngster 1916 enters as old 
Father Time hi cutting another 
notch In his gun and labeling it 
"1916." The old, passing out. will 


probably go down In history as the 
bloodiest of all years. Not In tbe re- 
corded deeds of man has there been a 
twelvemonth period In which so many 
lives have been sacrificed on the altar 
of the war god. Looking back, one is 
tempted to consider those events which 
are destined to occupy most of tbe 
space hi tbe history books that our 
children will study in the years which 
hold for them—who knows what? 


Of course there will be a huge mar- 


gin for discussion and dispute. Who 
can point to this or that occurrence as 
tbe most Important, the most dramatic, 
that took place In 1915? 


Silking of lAUttania. 


One Is forced to select the world war 


as the most important, and no one will 
enter an argument But the feature of 
the war that was the most terrible—all 
of It la horrible—was the destruction 
of the Canard line steamship lust- 
tania, which was sunk by a torpedo 
fired by a German submarine hi tbe 
English channel on May 7, with the re- 
sultant loss of about 1,100 lives, includ- 
ing* 100 citizens of the United States. 
The vessel was torpedoed off Kinsale, 
on the coast of Ireland. Tbe German 
government has never made known tbe 
name of the commander of tbe under- 
sea boat, but has made known the fact 
that he was acting under the specific 
orders of Admiral von Tlrpltz. head of 
tbe German admiralty. 


This led up to tbe diplomatic ex- 


changes between tbe two nations, 
which for a time were near the break- 
Ing point Tbe United States demand- 
ed a disavowal of tbe act of the sub- 
marine commander, but Germany fail- 
ed to comply with tbe request How- 
ever, after the sinking of the White 
Star liner Arabic on Aug. 19, when the 
diplomatic exchanges 
were taking 


place, tbe German government gave to 
the government of tbe United States 
the assurance that no more vessels car- 
rying passengers would be sunk by 
German submarines unless sufficient 
warning was given and the safety of 
the noncombatanta provided for. 


Diplomatic Exchanges. * 


Probably no transactions between 


two governments will occupy more 
space in our children's histories than 
those between President Wilson and 
the German government On May 19 
the first protest was filed by Secretary 
of State Bryan. This was six days 
after the Fluking of tbe Lusltania. The 
German reply, falling to meet tbe de- 
mands of this government and in 
many details extremely unsatisfactory, 
was followed by another note on June 
10. On July 24 the third and last Lusi- 
tanla note was dispatched, in which 
President Wilson stated that any 
further encroachments on the part of 
Germany would be considered "delib- 
erately unfriendly.'' Then, finally, on 
Oct 0, Germany disavowed the stalk, 
ing of the liner Arabic and gave the 
assurances already referred to. 


Shortly after that however, or on 


Nov. 
7, the Italian liner Ancona was 


torpedoed In tbe Mediterranean sea by 
a submarine carrying the Sag of Ger- 
many's ally. Austria. Nine Americans 
tost their lives when this steamer 
sank, Oa Dec. 11 a note was sent to 
Austria demanding a disavowal, repri- 
mand of the- submarine commander 
sad reparation tor die loss of Ameri- 
can lives. Tbe reply of Austria was pub- 
Itohed to this country on Dec. 19. She 
stated that tbe evidence was Incom- 
plete aad gave indications of wishing 
to compromise. But President Wilson 
seat OB Dec. 30 what has been termed 
tbe "sttffest" note since the war start- 
ed, la which be positively refused to 
compromise iinfl flnssndftfl that the 
requests of this nation' be heeded at

Drire Agaiist Koala. 


The Austro-German drive against 


Bnssla started about the 1st of May., 
The Russians had up to this time been 
on the offensive and bad occupied on 
March 22 the Austrian fortress Pne- 
mysL This allied victory was achieved 
only after a long siege. Then the Teu- 
ton powers assumed the .offensive, 
which swept through Gallcla and far 
into Bnssla. On June 3 Pnemysl fell 
and was followed by Lemberg on June 
23, the capture of Warsaw on Aug. 6, 
the capture of Novogebrglevsk on Aug. 
19 and the capture of Brest Lltovsk on 
Aug. 
25, when Germany and Austria 


withdrew many of then- troops from 
this front having entirely achieved 
their purpose. 


The Dardanelles Fighting. 


Histories today are occupied with 


events that happened In the Spanish* 
American war, and what Is more in- 
teresting than the naval exploits of 
1898? Every one remembers the race 
against time that the battleship •Ore- 
gon ran around Cape Horn to reach 
Santiago. Every one remembers Dew 
ey's thrilling battle at Manila. Like- 
wise our children will be greatly In- 
terested In the Dardanelles campaign. 


Here England made her big mistake. 


On Feb. 24 the allied fleet bombarded 
the forts defending the strait The 
mistake, all military critics agree, lay 
In the fact that England did not send 
a supporting army with- the fleet at the 
time of the first attack. Finally, when 
she did send an army, the Turks were 
firmly intrenched, and this ended in 
the withdrawal of part of the army on 
the Galllpoll peninsula on Dec. 20. The 
failure was expensive and tended to 
show that the greatest fleet that Eng- 
land and France could send was pow- 
erless to force the strait the best nat- 
ural fortification in the world. The 
estimated cost of this tailnrejs 100,000 
lives and seven big battle&lps. On 
March 18 the British battleships Ir- 
resistible and Ocean and the French 
battleship Bonvet were sunk in the 
Dardanelles. On April 5 the British 
battleship Lord Nelson was destroyed 
by the Turks. On May 1 the British 
battleship Goliath was torpedoed In 
the Dardanelles, with a. loss of BOO 
lives. On May 25 (be British warship 
Triumph was sank, followed OB May 
28 by the Majestic. 


An Interesting feature of this cam- 


paign was the report that came Just 
as 1915 was passing that had the Brit- 
ish continued their bombardment on 
March 19 the strait would have been 
forced, as there remained but seven- 
teen shells In the principal fort on that 
day. and the Turks bad made all 
preparations to evacuate.

In tbe meantime, however, Huerta 


came from his exile in Spain to New 
York city, where be remained quiet 
for a short time. As he was endeavor- 
ing to reach Mexico and again stir up 
the hornets' nest be was arrested at 
tbe border by federal authorities and 
held on a charge of conspiracy. Pros- 
pects for permanent peace in Mexico 
seem exceptionally bright as 1915 says 
farewell. 


It'was an off year In poUtical circles. 


No big campaigns were on, and every 
one looked forward to 1916, which Is a 
presidential year. In the few elections 
that were held the Democratic major 
tty in the bouse of representatives was 
slightly reduced and tbe party's ma- 
jority In the senate was slightly hi 
creased. 


The Prendenf * Wedding. 


All tlie world loves a lover, and all 


the world forgot the war long enough 
to become intensely interested in the 
marriage of President Woodrow Wil- 
son to Mrs. Edith Boiling Gait which 
occurred at tbe Washington home of 
the bride on the evening of Dec. 18. 
Their brief honeymoon was spent In 
Hot Springs, Va. This wedding stands 
oat as the leading social event of the 
year and was the signal for the open- 
ing of one of the most brilliant social 
seasons In the history of our national 
capital 


Future histories of American sports 


will be big volumes. Tbe first notable 
event in this sphere was the victory of 
Jess WUlard. who, by defeating Jack 
Johnson at Havana, brought tbe 
world's heavyweight title back to the 
white race. The big league baseball 
season opened on April 14. On June 5 
Walter J Travis won the fourth Met- 
ropoUtfin golf championship. On June 
18 Jerome D. Travers won the open 
golf championship of the United States. 
On Sept. 7 William M. Johnston won 
the tennis championship of the United 
States. Oa Oct 3 the Boston Ameri- 
can league team won the fifth and de- 
ciding game of the world's series and 
became the baseball premiers of the 
universe. In the football world Prince- 
ton was defeated by Harvard and Yale. 
Yale In turn was defeated by Harvard. 
In one of the most, notable games of 
the year, which was witnessed by 
nearly all the officials of the govern- 
ment the Army defeated the Navy at 
the Polo grounds In New York. Presi- 
dent Wilson, with Mrs. Gait, who Is 
now Mrs. Wilson, saw the game. On 
Dec; 1? officials of the National and 
American leagues met officials of the 
Federal league In New York and start- 
ed the negotiations looking toward 
peace between these rival organiza- 
tions. 


The Eaittead Disaster. 


Newspapers are our present day his- 


tories, and throughout the year they 
were crowded with sensational stories 
about sundry things. The biggest of 
these was the sinking of tbe excursion 
steamer Eastland In the Chicago river, 
with the loss of 981 lives. The boat 
was overcrowded, having 2,488 per- 
sons aboard. Tula occurred on July 21 


Harry Thaw, long In the limelight, 


claimed bis share of printers' Ink. He 
was placed on trial on March S on a 
charge of conspiring to escape from 
Matteawan and subsequently acquit- 
ted. On June 18 be was granted the 
privilege of having a Jury pass oa the 
question of his sanity. 
His twelve 


peers found that he was sane, aad his 
release followed. 


Charles Becker, former lieutenant of 


the New York police force, having been 
convicted of Instigating tbe murder of 
the gambler. Herman Bosenthal, was 
electrocuted at Sing Sing prison on the 
morning of July 30. thus ending one ef 
the most famous and sensational cases 
in the criminal history of the country. 


The most revolting crime during tbe 


year wss not the work of one man. 
On the night of Aug. IS a mob of citi- 
zens, presumably from Marietta, Ga, 
broke Into tbe prison at Mllledgevllle 
and took therefrom Leo Prank. Prank, 
a Jew. bad been convicted of the mur- 
der of Mary Pbagan, a Marietta girt 
employed In bto pencil factory IB At- 
lanta. 
He was rushed through the 


country hi an automobile to the home 
of hto alleged victim, and when the 
sun rose on the morning of the Uth 
it shoae on hto body J»ngHng from 
the limb of a tree. He was lynched 
after a fellow prisoner had made a 
dastardly attack on him with a knife. 
Civilisation was shocked. 


Another sensational crime was the 


attempt to assassinate J. Ptorpent 
Morgaa. the financier. On July 1 
Frank Bolt, a German college pro- 
fessor, shot tbe banker at hto Gtoa 
Cove (M. J.) borne, bat the wound was 
incoBmaQBeattal. Holt later eossBritftsd 
suicide by Jamping from the top of hh> 
jail can te the stone Boor.

TCACHERS* ASSOCIATION HELD 


TODAY~ IN DAYTONA PUBLIC 


SCHOOL BUILDING. 


The third meeting of the East Coast 


Teacher* association was held In Day- 
tona Saturday. These meeting* are 
noticeably increasing tie professional 
and social enthusiasm of th* teachers. 


The topic tor this time was, "Mean* 


of Developing . Enthusiasm In School 
Work." Or. Edward. ConradI, presi- 
dent of the Florida State College for 
Women, gave a helpful and Inspiring 
address on this subject. He (aid that 
enthusiasm wa* the essence ot suc- 
cess In school life; that It 1» the per- 
sonal touch of the teacher that makes 
school worth while; that th* primary 
purpose ot the teacher should be to 
help the pupil get a proper conception 
of life.

Big Questions to Com* Up When Ex 


pert* Get Together In Washington. 


Highly explosive questions, such a 


the seamen's Ian. the New Turk state 
Industrial commission and health in 
surauce, are to be handled at the dls 
cusslons held during the annual con 
ventlon of the American Association 
For Labor Legislation at Washington 
Dec. 28-29. 


Docs the La Toilette seamen's law 


seriously hamper American ship own 
ers. or is it necessary for the protec 
tlon of the American seamen? This 
problem will be presented before many 
well known economists and sociologists 
attending the convention by the sbl| 
owners themselves and the seamen' 
leader, Andrew Furusetu. president o 
the International Seamen's union, who 
fought for the law during the twenty 
years It .was before congress. 


Professor Henry W. Farnam, who 


has directed an Investigation Into the 
conditions of our seamen, will report 
on the results. Each side will try to 
find ammunition lu the Farnam repor 
for the struggle on the seamen's law 
which la threatening to come up again 
In the new congress 


Is the New York state Industrial com 


mission working on right lines? The 
assoclntlon. which was largely instru 
mental in establishing the commissloi 
form of government In the New Yorl 
labor department will discuss the 
work of tue commission during the 
first half year.

A CORRESPONDENT DESCRIBES 


•OMB OF THE WORTHLESS TER- 


RITORY OP RUSSIA'S VAST EM- 


PIRE. 


(By International News Correspon- 


dent.) 


ON TBE RUSSIAN FRONT, Dec jt. 


—Recently a new organisation has ap- 
peared In the Russian army, Its crea- 
tion being due to the new phase upon 
which the war in Russia has now 
entered. The enemy's army Is spread- 
ing Itself over the vast plains of the 
great empire; it is far from Its vic- 
tualling and supply bases, and can- 
not find others in a country from 
which all the workers have fled before 
Its approach, and where the Cossacks 
have not left a factory or a mill, or 
the least trace of ordinary comfort 
In the little villages. 


In Volhynla, through a great part 


of which I have traveled, the enemy is 
in occupation ot ground which, even 
before the war, offered very little at- 
traction either for the Inhabitants or 
for visitors. 


One can traverse these districts for 


whole days without seeing anything 
but woods and marshes. There are 
no proper roads; what pass for such 
are simply w}de bands taken from 
the fields. Irregular in form, nothing 
but mud when the weather Is wet, 
and terrible dusty when It is dry. 


In summer the deep marshes are 


covered with a carpet of moss and 
grass; they resemble an innocent 
meadow strewn with flowers. How 
many times have we been deceived. 


I remember the evening of the cap- 


ture of Chartorlsky. I was accom- 
panied across the positions by a 
young officer who. In the morning 
had* charged at the head ot his troops 
and had crumpled up the regiment ot 
the Crown Prince's Grenadiers. Sad 
denly our horses' feet sank into the 
ground. We gave them the spur, but 
soon perceived that despite their des- 
perate efforts they were losing their 
foothold. At first they tried to get 
out by raising their feet high; then 
they endeavored to Jump, but only 
sank deeper Into the mud. Finally 
they lost courage; they felt nothing 
under their feet and remained with 
their bellies resting on lumps ot turf 
When we succeeded in extricating 
then from the bog their legs were 
covered with thick, black mud. 


It Is easy to Imagine the state o 


these marshes after several weeks o 
rain. It can be easily understood 
that In such conditions as these tbe 
enemy only occupies a part of the 
country, and that the means of com 
munication at bis desposal are very 
limited. 


Tbe enemy feels depressed In these 


deserts, where everything flees before 


* tun'.'" That, at any rate, li the 'state 


of mind which I discover among al 
the prisoners. Let the convoy which 
is bringing the enemy his food arrive 
only half a day late, and he will 1m 
mediately feel a sense of privation 
be able to threaten his lines of com 
munication and harrass him at every 
opportune moment, follow him when 
"and the collest disdain for death. 


Now suppose that a band ot deter- 


mined men should steal across his 
lines and people the forests he has 
left behind him during his advance 
Let these bands hold themselves in 
the marshes which the enemy fears 
and hide In the extensive woods which 
he only partially occupies; they will 
be able to thearten his lines of com! 
mncatlon and harass him at every 
opportune moment .follow him when 
he advances, dispatch him when he 
retreats and surround him with per- 
petual dangers. They will work apart 
from any base, Isolated like brigands 
Inspired by the grimest determination 
end the coolest distain for death. 


Having been advised that a band 


of these partlslans was about to leave 
with the Intention ot piercing the en 
emy's lines and beginning their ter 
rible and dangerous work, I went one 
morning to a huge square where the 
ceremony of departure was to take 
place. On the left was cavalry, on 
the right Cossacks—an equal number 
of each. Among the Cossacks all ages 
were represented The reason of this 
Is that Russia has not yet called up 
her reserves (or the cavalry, whereas 
the Cossacks are all called up, the 
young as well as the older, and one 
can see that men ot all aces have 
answered the call for volunteers for 
the: dangerous work that Is IB hand 


A solemn silence prevailed, the 


priest who was about to conduct the 
ceremony, caused his assistants to 
place a small table IB front ot the 
troops, aad we waited lor th* arrival 
of th* general who hat organlced this 
oorps. As soon as he was announced 
the B**B grouped themselves IB a semi 
drd* IB front of the prMM.

I said "An revoir" to the officers, 
nd some of the men, as well, but one 


of the latter replied, "We shall not 
come back." There was a look of ap- 
proval In the eyes ot the others. 


The enemy will treat them with 


much harshness, for they themselves 
connot take prisloners. They are leav- 
ing without food, for -they must be as 
light as birds, must seek their food 
amid the fields, or perhaps. In the 
knapsack of a slain foe. They go 
without tents; they will sleep In the 
woods whether it is wet or fine. When 
they are wounded no gentle hand 
will soothe their pain. 


They are the dependents of the 
'guerillas," who harassed the rear 
guard ot Napoleons' ".Grande Armee,' 
mt how much more dangerous Is their 
task now! In 1913 they fought among 
their own people; now on approach- 
ng the enemy, they cut off all chance 
of escape. 


The last ot the Cossacks passed 


before me. They were as proud as 
kings. One had a harmonica under 
his arm, and his comrade carried two 
ances. The crowd was silent, and for 
a long time we followed with our eyea 
these figures, who seemed already to 
be shadows floating towards dearth.

OF INTERNATIONAL 


LAW IS ORGANIZED 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 29.—The 


American institute of international 
Law, composed of prominent Interna- 
tional lawyers from every country on 
the Western Hemisphere, was organ- 
ized here today to advance the "newer 
Monroe Doctrine" and to strive for a 
strong Pan-American alliance for the 
maintenance of neutral rights under 
International agreement. 


The organization was effected under 


the auspices of the Second Pan-Amer- 
ican Scientific Congress and the Amer- 
ican Society of International Law. 
Each American country Is represented 
in the Institute by five prominent au- 
thorities on international law. These 
members were nominated by national 
societies of International law which 
have been organised during the past 
year In every Latin-American country. 


The temporary officers of the Amer- 


ican Institute ot International Law 
are Elttm Root, honorary president; 
James Brown Scott, president; Alex- 
jandro Alvarez, ot Santiago, Chile, 
secretary general. Luis Anderson, of 
Costa Rica; treasurer. 


"What means should be provided 


and procedure adopted for authorita- 
tively determining whether the Hague 
conventions or other general Interna- 
tional agreements, or the rules of in- 
ternational law, have been violated T 
In case of violations what should be 
the remedy and bow should It be en- 
forced?" These questions were the 
subjects today of addresses by Prof. 
Theodore Woolsey, and Edward A. 
Harrlman, of New Haven, Conn. Wal- 
ter 8. Pentleld and Jackson H. Ral- 
ston, of the bar of the District of 
Columbia, and Don Benlta Javier Pe- 
rez-Verdia, of the bar of Mexico, dis- 
cussed "The attitude ot American 
countries towards International arbi- 
tration and the peaceful settlement 
of International disputes."
